The OBS Ex models meet the requirements of 46 CFR 111.105 and may be installed in hazardous 

locations to which they are certified on U.S. flagged vessels. The control panel, electric 

actuator power distribution panel, interlock panel, Ex interlock panel, filter control 

cabinet, back flush cabinet, fresh water panel, Ex sensor box, and UV power cabinets must 

remain outside of hazardous locations. The OBS Ex models may be installed in hazardous 

locations to which they are certified on foreign flagged vessels subject to approval of the 

foreign administration. 

 

The BWMS must be marked in accordance with 46 CFR 162.060-22. A copy of this Type Approval 

Certificate shall be carried on board a vessel fitted with the ballast water management 

system at all times.  

 

This certificate supersedes Approval number 162.060/1 dated November 3, 2017; update approves 

24 hour hold time mode. All equipment manufactured under Approval number 162.060/1 before
